It  has  ever  been,  and  still  is,  the  belief  of  the  Societv  of 
I'riends  that  the  Holy  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  Xew  Testa- 
ment were  given  by  inspiration  of  God  ;  that,  therefore,  there 
can  be  no  appeal  from  them  to  any  other  authority  whatsoever  • 
that  they  are  able  to  make  wise  unto  sahation,  througli  faith 
which  IS  in  Christ  Jesu^.      "  Thes     are  written  that  ye  mic^ht 
be  leve   that  Jesus  is   the  Christ,   the  Son  of  God  ;  and  that 
believing  ye  might  have  life  through  His  name.''     The  Scrip- 
tures are  the  only  divinely  authorized   record  of  the  doctrines 
which  we  a.-o  bound,  as  Christians,  to  accept,  and  of  the  moral 
principles   vshich  are  to  regulate  our  actions.      No  one  can  be 
required  to  believe,  as  an  article  of  faith,  any  doctrine  which 
IS   not   contained   in   them  ;  and    whatsoevf 'r  any  one  says  or 
does,    contrary  to  the  Scriptures,    though   under  \.rofession  of 
the  immediate  guidance  of  the  Holv  Spirit,  must  be  reckoned 
and   accounted  a  mere   delusion.     To   the  Christian,  thp  Old 
Testament  comes  with  the  solemn  and  repeated  attestation  of 
his  Lord.     It  IS  to  be  read  in  the   light  and   completeness  of 
the  New  ;  thus  will  its  meaning  be  unveiled,  and  tue  humble 
disciple  will  be  taught  to  discern  the  unity  and    mutual  adap- 
tiition  of  the  whole,  and  the  many-sidedness  and  harmonv  of 
Its  testimony  to  Christ.

"  God  SO  loved  the  world  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  shou  d  net  penah  but 
have  everlasting  life."'^     We  believe  that  justifacation  is  of 
Iws  free  grJ.  through  which,  upon  repentance  and  faih 
He  pardons  our  sins,  and  imparts  to  us  a  new  lite      It  is  .e 
ceivS  not  for  any  works  of  righteousness  that  we  have  done 
Itn'the  unmerited  mercy  of  Go.1  in  Christ  Jesus.    Through 
faith  in  Him,  and  the  shedding  of  His  precious  biood,  the

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guilt  of  sin  is  taken  away,  and  we  stand  reconciled  to  God. 
The  offering  up  of  Christ  as  the  propitiation  for  the  sins  of  the 
whole  world,  is  the  appointed  manifestation  both  of  the  right- 
eousness ar.d  of  the  love  of  God.  In  this  propitiation  the 
pardon  of  sin  involves  no  abrogation  or  relaxation  of  the  law 
of  holiness.  It  is  the  vindication  and  establishment  of  that 
law,'  in  virtue  of  the  free  and  righteous  submission  of  the  Son 
of  God  Himself  to  all  its  requirements.  He,  the  unchangeably 
just,  proclaims  Himself  the  justifier  of  him  that  believeth  in 
JesUs.-  From  age  to  age,  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Christ 
have  been  a  hidden  mystery,  and  a  rock  of  offense  to  the  un- 
belief and  pride  of  man's  fallen  nature  ;  yet,  to  the  humble 
penitent  whose  heart  is  broken  under  the  convicting  power  of 
the  Spirit,  life  is  revealed  in  that  death.  As  he  looks  upon 
Him  who  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,'  and  upon 
whom  the  Lord  was  pleased  to  lay  the  iniquity  of  us  all,*  his 
eye  is  more  and  more  open  to  see,  and  his  heart  to  understand, 
the  exceeding  sinfulness  of  sin  for  which  the  Saviour  died  ; 
whilst,  in  the  sense  of  pardoning  grace,  he  will  joy  in  God 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  we  have  now  re- 
ceived the  atonement.'' 

We  believe  that  in  connection  with  Justification  is, Regen- 
eration ;  that  they  who  come  to  this  experience  know  that 
they  are  not  their  own,"  that  being  reconciled  to  God  by  the 
death  of  His  Son,  we  are  saved  by  His  life  ;"  a  new  heart  is 
given  and  new  desires  ;  old  things  are  passed  away,  and  we 
become  new  creatures,"  though  faith  in  Jesus  Christ;  our 
wills  being  surrendered  to  His  holy  will,  grace  reigns  through 
righteousness,  unto  eternal  life,  by  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. " 

■  Sanctitication  is  experienced  in  the  acceptance  of  Christ 
in  living  faith  for  justification,  in  so  far  as  the  pardoned  sinner, 
through  faith  in  Christ,  is  clothed  witii  a  measure  of  His 
righteousness  and  receives  the  Spirit  of  promise  ;  for,  as  saith 
the  Apostle,  'Ye  are  washed,  ye  are  sanctified,  ye  are  justified, 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  by  the  Spirit  of  our  God."'"

V/hosoever  sub- 
mi^"  himself  wholly  to  God,  believing  and  appropriating  His 
promises,   and  exercising  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  will  have  his 
heart  continually  cleansed  from  all  sin,  by  His  precious  blood, 
and,  through  the  renewing,  retining  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit, 
be  kept  in  conformity  to  the  will  of  God,  will  love  Him  wun 
all  his  heart,  mind,  soul  and  strength,  and  be  able  to  say,  with 
the  Apostle  Paul,  "The  law  of  the  Spirit  of  life  in  Christ 
Jesus  hath  made  me  free  from  the  law  of  su-  and  death 
Thus,  in  its  full  experience,  Sanctification  is  deliverance  from 
the  poUution,  nature,  and  love  of  sin.     To  this  we  are  every 
one  called,  that  we  may  serve  the  Lord  without  fear,  m  holi- 
ness and  righteousness  before  Him,  all  the  days  of  our  life. 
It  was  the  prayer  of  the  apostle  for  the  believers,  "  The  very 
God  of  peace  sanctify  you   wholly  ;   and  I  pray  God  your 
whole  spirit,  and  soul  and  body  be  preserved   blameless  unto 
the  coming  of  our  Lord   Jesus   Christ.     Faithful  is  he  that 
calleth  you,  who  also  will  do  it."^     Yet  the  most  holy  Chris- 
tian is  still   liable  to  temptation,   is  exposed  to  the  subtle 
assaults  of  Satan,  and  can  only  continue  to  follow  holiness  as 
he  humbly  watches  unto  prayer,  and  is  kept  in  constant  de- 
pendence upon  his  Saviour,  walking  in  the  light,"  in  the  loving 
obedience  of  faith. 


THE   RESURRECTION    AND   FINAL   JUDGMENT. 

We  believe,  according  to  the  Scriptures,  that  there  shall 
be  a  resurrection  from  the  dead,  both  of  the  iust  and  of  the 
unjust,'  and  that  God  hath  appointed  a  day  in  which  He  will 
judge  the  world  in  righteousness,  by  Jesus  Christ,  whom  He 
"hath  ordained."*  For,  as  saith  the  apostle,  "We  must  all 
appear  before  the  judgment  seat  of  Christ,  that  every  one  may

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r  "ceive  the  things  done  in  his  body,  according  to  that  he  hath 
done,  whether  it  he  good  or  bad."' 

We  sincerely  believe,  not  only  a  resurrection  in  Christ 
from  the  fallen  and  sinful  state  here,  but  a  rising  and  ascend- 
ing into  glory  with  Him  hereafter  ;  that  when  He  at  last  appears 
we  may  appear  with  Him  in  glory.  But  that  all  the  wicked, 
who  live  in  rel)ellion  against  the  light  of  grace,  and  die  finally 
impenitent,  shall  come  forth  to  the  resurrection  of  condemna- 
tion. And  that  the  soul  of  every  man  and  woman  shall  be 
reserved,  in  its  own  distinct  and  proper  being,  and  shall  have 
its  proper  body  as  God  is  pleased  to  give  it.  It  is  sown  a 
natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body  ;-'  that  being  first 
which  is  natural,  and  afterward,  that  which  is  spiritual.  And 
though  it  is  said,  "this  corruptible  shall  put  on  incorruption, 
and  ti.is  mortal  shall  put  on  immortality,'"  the  change  shall 
be  such  a'  /ill  accord  with  the  declaration,  "  Flesh  and  blood 
cannot  inherit  the  Kingdom  of  God,  neither  doth  corruption 
inherit  incorruption."*  We  shall  be  raised  out  of  all  corrup- 
tion and  corruptibility,  out  of  all  mortality,  and  shall  be  the 
ciiildren  of  (iod,  being  the  children  of  resurrection." 

"  Our  citizenship  is  in  heaven  "  (R.V.),  from  whence  also 
we  look  for  the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  shall 
change  our  vile  body  that  it  may  be  fashioned  like  unto  His 
glorious  body,  according  to  the  working  whereby  He  is  able 
even  to  subdue  all  things  unto  Himself." 

We  believe  that  the  punishment  of  the  wicked  and  the 
blessedness  of  the  righteous  shall  be  everlasting  ;  according  to 
the  declaration  of  our  compassionate  Redeemer,  to  whom  the 
judgment  is  committed,  "These  shall  go  away  into  eternal 
punishment,  but  the  righteous  into  eternal  life."  (R.V.^' 

BAPTISM. 

We  would  express  our  continued  conviction  that  our  Lord 
appointed  no  outward  rite  or  ceremony  for  observance  in  His 
Church.     We  accept  every  command  of  our  Lord  in  what  we 
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l>elieve  to  be  its  genuine  import,  as  a»»^olut«ly  conclusive.  The 
question  of  the  use  of  outward  ordinances  is  with  us  a  question, 
not  as  to  the  authority  of  Christ,  but  as  to  His  real  meaning. 
We  reverently  believe  that,  as  there  is  one  Lord  and  one  faith, 
so  there  is,  under  the  Christian  dispensation,  but  one  baptism,' 
even  that  whereby  all  believers  are  baptized  in  the  one  Spirit 
into  the  one  body  '     This  is  not  an  outward  l)aptism  with 
water,  but  a  8p=  'tual  experience  ;  not  the  putting  away  of  the 
filth  of  the  flesh,'  but  that  inward  work  which,  by  transform- 
ing the  heart  and  settling  the  soul  upon  Christ,  brings  forth 
the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  towards  God,  by  the  resur- 
rection of  Jesus  Christ,   in   the  experience  of  His   love  and 
power,  as  the  risen   and   ascended  Saviour.     No   baptism   in 
outward   water   can  satisfy   the  description  of  the  apostle,  of 
l)eing  buried  with  Christ  by  baptism  unto  death.*     It  is  with 
the  Spirit  alone  that  any' can  l-e  thus  baptized.     In  this  ex- 
perience the  announcement  of  the  Forerunner  of  our  Lord  is 
fulfilled,  "  He  shall  baptize  you  with  :he  Holy  Ghost  and  with 
tiie."'     In  this  viaw  we  accept  the  coninission  of  our  blessed 
Lord  as  given  in  Matthew    xxviii.    18,    19   and   20th   verses  : 
"  And  Jesus  came  to  them  and   spake  unto  them  saying,   All 
authority  hath  been  given   unto   Me  in  heaven  and  on  earth. 
Go  ye,  therefore,  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  nations,  bap- 
tizing them  into  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and 
of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  what- 
soever I  con)marded  you,  and  lo,  I  am  with  you  alway,  even 
unto  the  end  of  the  world."  (R.V.)     This  commission,  as  we 
believe,    was   not  designed  to  set  up  a  new  ritual  under  the 
new  covenant,  or  to  connect  the  initiation  into  a  membership, 
in  its  nature  essentially  spiritual,  with  a  mere  ceremony  of  a 
typical  character.       Otherwise,   it  was  not  possible  for  the 
apostle  Paul,  who   was   not  a  whit  behind  the  very  chiefest 
apostles,"  to  have  disclaimed  that  which  would,  in  that  case, 
have  been  of  the  essence  of  his  commission  when  he  wrote, 
"  Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize,  but  to  preach  the  Gospel."' 
Whenever  an  external  ceremony  is  commanded,  the  particu- 
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lars,  the  mode  and  incidents  of  that  ceremony,  become  of  its 
essence.  There  is  an  utter  absence  of  these  particulars  in  the 
text  before  us,  which  confirms  our  persuasion  that  the  com- 
mission must  be  construed  in  connection  with  the  spiritual 
power  which  the  risen  Lord  promised  should  attend  the  wit- 
ness of  His  apostles  and  of  the  Church  to  Him,  and  whicli, 
after  Pentecost,  so  mightily  accoujpanied  their  ministry  of  the 
word  and  prayer,  that  those  to  whom  they  were  sent  were 
introduced  into  an  experience  wherein  they  had  a  saving 
knowledge  of,  and  living  fellowship  with,  the  Father,  and  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Spirit. 

THE    SUPPER   OF   THE    LORD. 


Intimately  connected  with  the  conviction  already  ex- 
pressed is  the  view  that  we  have  ever  luaintained  as  to  the  true 
supper  of  the  Lord.  We  are  well  aware  that  our  Lord  was 
pleased  to  make  use  of  a  variety  of  symbolical  utterances,  but 
He  often  gently  upbraided  His  disciples  for  accepting  literally 
what  He  had  intended  only  in  its  spiritual  meaning.  His 
teaching,  as  in  His  parables,  or  in  the  command  to  wash  one 
another's  feet,  was  often  in  symbols,  and  ought  over  to  be  re- 
ceived in  the  light  of  His  own  emphatic  de  ration,  "  The 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you  they  are  spirit  and  they  are  life."' 
The  old  coveni^nt  wtws  full  of  ceremonial  symbols  ;  the  new 
covenant,  to  which  our  Sav'iour  alluded  at  the  last  supper,  is 
expressly  declared  by  the  prophet  to  be  "  not  according  to  the 
old."-  We  cai  it  believe  that  in  setting  up  this  new  cove- 
nant, the  Lord  Jesus  intended  an  institution  out  of  harmony 
with  the  spirit  of  this  prophecy.  The  eating  of  His  body 
!>'^d  the  drinking  of  His  blood  cannot  be  an  outward  act. 
They  truly  partake  of  them  who  habitually  rest  upon  the  suf 
ft^iings  and  death  of  their  Lord  as  their  only  hope,  and  to 
who  J  the  indwelling  Spirit  gives  to  drink  of  the  fulness  that 
is  iu  Christ.  It  is  this  inward  and  spiritual  partaking  that  is 
the  true  supper  of  the  Lord. 

The  presence  of  Christ  with  His  Church  is  not  designed

the  risen  Redeemer,  "  I  stand  at  the  door  and  knock      I   any 
man  hear  my  voice  and  open  the  door,  I  wi  I  come  in  and  sup 
with  him  and  he  with   me.'-     In   an  especia     manner,  when 
assembled  for  congregational  worship,  are  ^»»«;;^p  l^^f-^.J^ 
the  festival  of  the  Saviour's  peace,  and  in  a  united  act  of  faith 
and  love,   unfettered  by  any   outward   rite  or  ««';««>?^'*  j^J 
partake  together  of  the  body  that  was  broken  and  of  the  blood 
?hat  was  shed  for  them,  without  the  gates  of  Je^iisalom.     In 
luch  a  worship  they  are  enabled  to  undei-stand  the  words  of 
the  apostle  as  expressive  of  a  sweet  and  most  real  experience  : 
'  The^cup  of  blessing  which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  communion 
of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?     The    bread   that  we  break,  is  it  not 
the  communion  of  the  V>ody  of  Christ  1     For  we  being  niany 
are  one  bread,  and  one  Vx,dy  ;  for  we  are  all  partakers  of  that 
one  bread."' 

PUBLIC    WORSHIP. 

Worship  is  the  adoring  response  of  the  heart  and  n.ind  to 
the  influence  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  It  stands  neither  in  forms 
nor  in  the  formal  disuse  of  forms  ;  it  may  be  without  words 
as  well  as  with  them,  but  it  must  l.e  m  spirit  ^"d  'n  truUi. 
We  recognize  the  value  of  silence,  not  as  an  end,  but  ^  a 
means  toward  the  attainment  of  the  end  ;  a  silence,  not  of  list- 
Cnessorof  vacant  -using,  but  of  holy  expectation  ^^^^ 
the  Lnr.l.  Ravine  become  His  adopted  children  through  faith 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  it  is  our  privilege  to  '"««';^f  ^^^' 
and  unite  in  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  to  wait  upon  Him

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for  the   renewal  of  our  HtrenRth.   for  oouiinunion   one   with 
another,  for  the  edification  of  iKjIievcrs  in  tUo.  fxcroise  of  vari- 
ous Hpiritjal  ^ifts,  and  for  the  (h^claration  of  the  «lad  tidings 
of  salvation  to  the  unconverted  who  may  gather  with  us.    This 
worship  dei)endK  not  u|K>n  numbers.      Where  two  or  three  are 
gathered  together  in  the  name  of  Chri.it  there  is  a  church,  and 
Christ,  the  hving  Head,  in  the  midst  of  them.     Through  His 
nmdiation,    without  the    necessity  for  any  inferior  instrumen- 
tality, IS   the    Father  to  »)e   approached  and   reverently  wor- 
shippi'd.     The  Lord  Jesus  has  forever  fulfilled  and  ended  the 
typical  and  .sacri»icial  worship  under   the  law,  by  the  offering 
up  of  Himself  upon   the  cross   for  us,  once  for  all.     He  has 
opened  the  door  of  access  into  t!ie  inner  sanctuary,  and  graci- 
ously provided  spiritual  ofTerings  for  the  service  of  His  temple 
suited  to  the  several  conditions  of  all  who  worship  in  spirit 
and  in  truth.     The  broken  and  the  contrit<5  heart,  the  confes- 
sion of    the   soul    i)rostrate    before   God,   the  prayer  of   the 
afflicted  when  lie  is  overwhelmed,  the  earnest  wrestling  of  the 
spirit,  the  outpouring  of  humble  thanksgiving,  the  spiritual 
song  and  mrlody  of  the  heart,'  the  simple  exorcise  of  faith, 
the  self  denvn.g  service  of  love,  these  are  among  the  sacrifices 
which   He,  our  merciful  and   faithful   High  Priest,  is  pleased 
to  prepare,  by  His  Spirit,  in  the  hearts  of  them  that  receive 
Hum,  and  to  present  with  acceptance  unto  God. 

I}y  the  immediate  operations  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  He  as 
the  Head  of  the  Church,  alone  .selects  and  qualiHes  those  who 
are  to  present  His  .Messages,  or  engage  in  other  service  for 
liim  ;  and,  hence,  we  cannot  commit  any  formal  arrangement 
to  any  one  in  our  regular  meetings  for  worship.  We  are  well 
aware  that  the  Lord  has  provided  a  diversity  of  gifts'  for  the 
needs  both  of  the  Church  and  of  the  world,  and  we  desire 
that  the  Church  may  feel  her  responsibility,  under  the  govern- 
ment of  her  Great  Head,  in  doing  her  part  to  foster  these 
gitts  arid  in  making  arrangements  for  their  proper  exercise 
It  IS  not  for  individual  exaltation,  h^t  for  -nutual  piufit, 
that  the  gifts  are  bestowed  ■■■  and  every  living  church,  abiding 
unaer  the  government  of  Christ,  is  humbly  and  thankfully  to

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receive  and  exeroisw  them,  in  subjection  to  her  Holy  Head. 
The  church  ♦hut  quenches  the  Hpirit,  an<l  lives  to  itself  alone, 
must  die. 

We  believe  tlie  preaching  of  the  (iospel  to  be  one  of  the 
chief  tMcana,  divinely  apj)ointe<l,  for  the  .spre.iding  of  the  glad 
tiding  '  life  and  salvation  through  our  crucitiwi  Iledeenier, 
for  the  awakening  and  conversion  of  sinners,  and  for  the  com- 
fort and  etlitication  of  believers.  As  it  is  the  prerogative  of 
the  (ireat  Head  of  the  Church  alone  to  select  and  call  the 
ministers  of  His  (JosjmjI,  so  we  lielieve  that  l)oth  the  gift  and 
the  qualification  to  exercise  it  must  l>e  derived  innnediately 
from  Him  ;  and  that,  jis  in  the  primitive  church,  so  now  also. 
He  confers  spiritual  gifts  upon  women  as  well  us  upon  men, 
agreeably  to  the  prophecy  recited  by  the  apostle  Peter,  "  It 
shall  come  to  pass  in  the  last  days,  saith  (toid,  I  will  pour  out 
of  my  Hpirit  upon  all  Hesh  ;  and  your  sons  and  your  daughters 
shall  prophesy,"'  respecting  which  the  apostle  declares,  "  The 
promise  is  unto  you,  and  to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are 
afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our  (iod  shall  call."-'  As 
the  gift  is  freely  received,  so  it  is  to  be  freely  exercised,''  in 
simple  obedience  to  the  will  of  God. 

Spiritual  gifts,  precious  as  they  are,  must  not  l>e  mistake 
for  grace  ;  they  add  to  our  responsibility,  but  do  not  raise  the 
minister  al>ove  his  brethren  or  sisters.  They  must  In?  exer- 
cised in  continued  dependence  upon  our  Lord,  and  blessed  is 
that  miuistry  in  which  man  is  humbled,  and  Christ  and  His 
grav\  f\alted.  "  He  that  is  greatest  araoTig  you,"  saith  our 
Lord  and  Master,"  let  him  be  as  the  younger  ;  and  he  that  is 
clav.f  as  he  that  doth  serve.  I  am  among  you  as  he  that  ser- 
v<th."^ 

While  the  Church  cannot  confer  .spiritual  gifts,  it  is  its 
duty  to  recognize  and  foster  them,  and  to  promote  their  effici- 
ency by  all  the  means  in  its  power.  And  while,  on  the  one 
hand,  the  Gospel  should  never  be  preached  for  money,'  on  the 
other,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Church  to  make  such  provision  that 
it  shall  never  be  hindered  for  want  of  it.

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The  Church,  if  true  to  her  allegiance,  cannot  forget  her 
part  in  the  command,  "  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature."'  Knowing  that  it  is  the  Spirit 
of  (jod  that  can  alone  prepare  and  qualify  the  instruments 
who  fulfil  this  command,  the  true  disciple* will  be  found  still 
sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  listening,  that  he  may  learn,  and 
learning  that  he  may  obey.  He  humbly  places  himself  at  his 
Lord's  disposal,  and,  when  he  hears  the  call,  "  Whom  shall  I 
send,  and  who  will  go  for  us  ] "  is  prt^pared  to  respond,  in 
childlike  reverence  and  love,   "  Here  am  I,  send  me."' 

PRAYER    AND    PRAISE. 


Prayer  is  the  outcome  of  our  sense  of  need,  and  of  our 
continual  dependence  upon  God.  He  who  uttered  the  invi- 
tation, •'  Ask  and  it  shall  Ije  given  you,"'  is  Himself  the  Medi- 
ator and  High  Priest  who,  by  His  Spirit,  prompts  the  petition, 
and  who  presents  it  with  acceptance  before  God.  With  such 
an  invitation,  prayer  becomes  the  duty  and  the  privilege  of 
all  who  are  called  by  His  name.  Prayer  is,  in  the  awakened 
soul,  the  utterance  of  the  cry,  •'  God  l)e  merciful  to  me,  a 
sinner",  and,  at  every  stage  of  the  l)eliever's  course,  prayer 
is  essential  to  his  spiritual  life.  A  life  without  prayer  is  a 
life  practically  without  God.  The  Christian's  life  is  a  continual 
asking.  The  thirst  that  prompts  the  petition  produces,  as  it 
is  satisfied,  still  deeper  longings,  which  prenare  for  yet  more 
bounteous  supplies,  from  Him  who  delights  to  bless.  Prayer 
is  not  confined  to  the  closet.  When  uttered  in  response  to 
the  promptings  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  it  becomes  an  important 
part  of  public  worship,  and,  whenever  the  Lord's  people  meet 
together  in  His  name,  it  is  their  privilege  to  wait  upon  Him 
for  the  spirit  of  grace  and  supplications. '  A  life  of  prayer 
cannot  be  other  than  a  life  of  praise.  As  the  peace  of  Christ 
reigns  in  the  Church,  her  living  members  accept  all  that  they 
receive,  as  from  His  pure  bounty,  and  each  day  brings  them 
fresh  pledges  of  their  Father's  love.     Satisfied  with  the  good- 
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ness  of  His  house,  whether  as  iiuHviduals,  in  families,  or  in 
fongregations,  they  will  be  still  praising  Him,'  heart  answering 
to  heart,  '.'  Bless  the  Lord,  O  my  soul  :  and  all  that  is  within 
me,  bless  His  holy  name."- 

LIHERTY    OF    CONSCIENCE    IN    ITS    RELATION    TO    CIVIL 
fJOVERNMENT. 

That  conscience  should  be  free,  and  that  in  matters  of 
religious  doctrine  and  worship,  man  is  accountable  only  to  God, 
are  truths  which  are  plainly  declared  in  the  New  Testament  ; 
and  which  are  confirmed  by  the  wliole  scope  of  the  Gospel, 
and  by  the  example  of  our  Lord  and  His  disciples.  To  rule 
over  the  conscience,  and  to  command  the  spiritual  allegiance 
of  his  creature  man,  is  the  high  and  sacred  prerogative  of 
God  alone.  In  religion  every  act  ought  to  be  free.  A  forced 
worship  is  plainly  a  contradiction  in  terms,  under  that  dispen- 
sation in  which  the  worship  of  the  Father  must  be  in  spirit 
and  in  truth. ^ 

We  have  ever  maintained  that  it  is  the  duty  of  Christians 
to  obey  the  enactments  of  civil  government,  except  those 
which  interfere  with  our  allegiance  to  God.  We  owe  much 
to  its  blessings.  Through  it  we  enjoy  liberty  and  protection, 
in  connection  with  law  and  order.  Civil  government  is  a 
divine  ordinance,*  instituted  to  promote  the  best  welfare  of 
man,  hence  magistrates  are  to  be  regarded  as  God's  ministers 
who  should  be  a  terror  to  evil  doers,  and  a  praise  to  them  that 
do  well.  Therefore,  it  is  with  us  a  matter  of  conscience  to 
render  them  respect  and  obedience  in  the  exercise  of  their 
proper  functions, 

MARRIAGE. 

Marriage  is  an  institution  graciously  ordained  by  the 
Creator  Himself,  for  the  help  and  continuance  of  the  human 
family.  It  is  not  a  mere  civil  contract,  and  ought  never  to 
be  entered  upon  without  a  reference  to  the  sanction  and  bless- 
ing of  Him  who  ordained  it.     It  is  a  solemn  engagement  for

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the  term  of  life,'  designed  for  the  mutual  assistance  and  com- 
fort of  both  sexes,  that  they  may  be  helpmeets  to  each  other 
in  things  temporal  and  spiritual.  To  this  end  it  should  imply 
concurrence  in  spiritual  as  woll  as  temporal  concerns,  sxnd 
should  be  entered  apon  discreetly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of 
the  Lord. 

PEACE. 

We  feel  bound  explicitly  to  avow  our  unshaken  persua- 
sion that  all  war  is  utterly  incompatible  with  the  plain  pre- 
cepts of  our  divine  L  /id  and  Lawgiver,  aitd  the  whole  spirit 
of  His  Gospel,  and  tliat  no  ploa  of  necessity  or  policy,  how- 
ever urgent  or  peculiar,  can  ii\ail  to  release  either  individuals 
or  nations  from  the  paramount  allegiance  which  they  owe  to 
liim  who  hath  said,  "  Love  your  enemies."-  In  enjoining 
this  love,  and  the  forgiveness  of  injuries,  He  who  has  bought 
us  to  Himself  has  not  prescribed  for  man  precepts  which  are 
incapable  of  being  carried  into  practice,  or  of  which  the  prac- 
tice is  to  be  postponed  until  all  shali  he  persuaded  to  act  upon 
them. 

We  cannot  doubt  that  they  are  incumbent  now,  and  that 
we  have  in  the  prophetic  Scriptures  the  distinct  intimation  of 
their  direct  application,  not  only  to  individuals,  but  to  nations 
also."'  When  nations  conform  their  laws  'U->  this  divine  teach- 
ing, wars  must  necessarily  cease. 

We  would,  in  humility,  but  in  faithfulness  to  our  Lord, 
express  our  firm  persuasion  that  all  the  exigencies  of  civil 
government  and  social  order  may  be  met  under  the  banner  of 
the  Prince  of  Peace,  in  strict  conformity  with  His  cc'ui'nands. 


OATHS. 

We  hold  it  to  be  the  inalienable  privilege  of  the  disciple 
of  the  Lord  Jesns  that  his  statements  concerning  matters  of 
fact  within  his  knowledge  should  be  accepted,  under  all  cir- 
cumstances, as  expressing  his  belief  as  to  the  fact  asserted. 
We  rest  upon  the  plain  command  of  our  Lord  and  Master, 
"Swear  not  at  all  ";''  and  we  believe  any  departure  from  this 
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standard  to  be  prejudicial  to  the  cause  of  truth,  and  to  that 
confidence  lieiween  man  and  man,  the  maintenance  of  which 
is  indispensable  to  our  mutual  well  being.  This  command,  in 
our  persuasion,  applies  not  to  profane  swearing  only,  but  to 
judicial  oaths  also.  It  abrogates  any  previous  permission  to 
the  contrary,  and  is,  for  the  Christian,  absolutely  conclusive. 

THE    FIRST   DAY    OF   THE   WEEK. 

While  the  remembrance  of  our  Creator  ought  to  be,  at 
all  times,  pres'  nt  with  the  Christian,  we  would  express  our 
thankfulness  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  He  has  been  pleased 
to  honor  the  setting  apart  of  one  day  in  seven  for  the  pur- 
poses of  holy  rest,  religious  duties,  and  public  worship ;  and 
we  desire  that  all  under  our  name  may  avail  themselves  of 
this  great  privilege  as  those  who  are  calk'd  to  Vk?  risen  with 
Christ,  and  to  seek  those  things  that  are  abov?,  where  He 
sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God.*  May  the  release  thus 
granted  from  other  occupations  be  diligently  improved.  On 
this  day  of  the  week  especially  ougiit  the  household  of  Friends 
to  be  assembled  for  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  and  for 
waiting  upon  the  Lord  ;  and  we  trust  that,  in  a  Christianly 
wise  economy  of  our  time  and  strength,  the  engageuv  r  t -(  of 
the  day  may  be  so  ordered  as  not  to  frustrate  the  gn»v;ious 
provision  thus  made  for  us  by  our  Heavenly  Father,  or  to  shut 
out  the  opportunity  either  for  public  worship,  or  for  private 
retirement  and  devotional  reading. 

In  presenting  this  declaration  of  our  Christian  faith,  we 
desire  that  all  our  members  may  be  afresh  encouraged,  in 
humility  and  devotedness,  to  renewed  faithfulness  in  fulfilling 
their  part  in  the  great  mission  of  the  Church,  and  through 
the  Chui  ^h  to  the  world  around  us,  in  the  name  of  our  Cruci- 
fied Redeemer.  Life //-ow  Christ,  life  in  Christ,  must  ever  be 
the  basis  of  life  for  Christ.  For  this  we  have  been  created 
and  redeemed,  and,  by  this  alone,  can  the  longings  of  our  im- 
mortal souls  be  satisfied. 
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
